Britain's Great Rubber Trade Started 
From a Jar of Seeds 


Brtiish rupber growers are_now get- 
ting 90 cents a pound, and last July 


the price of the raw product was $1.20 


a pound. It is enriching the empire 
by between $100,000,000 and $500,000,- 
000 annually 

The man who made this possible 
for Iritain was Sir Henry Wickham, 
a scientist who evidently had excep- 
tionally rare business acumen and 
vision. Sir Henry went to Brazil 
in 1876 to do a tot of scientific work. 
He became interésted in rubber grow 
ing. Brazil even then realized the 
tremendous potentialities of her prac- 
ucal monopoly of raw rubber and 
guarded it zealously. But Sir Henry 
was avery urbane sclentist, and eyt- 


dently was something of a diplonrat. | 


Me was seized with a consuming de- 
sire to attempt to cullivate seeds of 
the rubber plant in his native England. 
Brazil had placed an embargo on these 
seeds, and it was rigidly enforced. 
But Sir Henry did not consult the Bra- 
aillon Government. 

When he was leaving Para, Brazil, 


nearly a half-century ago, Sir Henry | 


frankly told the customs guard on 
the dock that the glass case in his 
luggage contained some of the 
seeds. He explained with great pol- 
fieness and not without a touch of 
deference that he simply wanted the 
seeds for botanical specimens. He, 
Sif Henry, was not in trade, he ex- 
plained, but was a scientist and desir- 
ed the little seeds merely for scientt- 
fle experiment. The customs guard 
was impressed, so much so, that his 
bow of acquiescence was a_ lIlttle 
more formal and polite than that of 
Sir tlenry when the latter sought per- 
inission to take the seeds,

that he was carrying away with him 
the seeds of another tremendous indus- 
trial emplre can only be guessed, At 
rate, he kept his word with the 
He took the seeds 
botaaical garden in London for 
experimental purposes.

First Cultivated As Domestic Crop By 
} Incas of Peru 

' “The biggest gold nugget 
found was never half so useful to the 
world as one good mealy potato,” 
{the opinion of the philosopher writer, 
Thomas Carlyte. 

The potato was first cultivated as @ 
{domestic crop by the Incas ‘of Peru. 
‘Mt originated, most authorities agree, 
jalong the Pacific coast of the South 
|American continent, whence it was 
jcarried to Rurope by the Spaniards 
jearly in the sixteenth century. 

, But the potato had a hard fight {or 
|recognition. At first many people 
thought that to eat it would cause 
jleprosy and dangerous fevers, others 
|were afraid that. since the potato was

Raleigh was the first man im-iingland
